It is hereby enacted as follows; — 

1. Short title and extent,, — (j) This Act may be called the Influx froi* 
Pakistan (Control) Act, 1949. 

[2] It extends to the wliolc of India. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
jubject or context, — 

(a) "enter” means to enter by water, lard or air; 

(h) “officer of Government” means any officer of the Central Hov- 
urnment or of a Provincial Government or of the Government of an .Acce l 
nig State; 

(c) “permit” means a permit isgiifd or renewed or the perod where- 
. of has been extended in accordance with the rules made under this Act. 

8. Control of admission Into India of persons from Pakl’tan. — No person 

she" enter India frorn any place in Pakistan, whether directly or indirectly, 
unless — 


(a) he is in possession of a permit, or 

(b) being a i^erson not domiciled in India or Pak'stan, he is in pns- 
•session of a valid passport as required by the Indian Passport Act, 1920 
(XXXIV of 1920), or 

(c) he is exempted from the requirement of being in possession of 
permit by or in accordance 'vvith the rules made under this Act, 
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4. Power to make rulefl, — The Central Government may, by notdlicatlon 
in the official Gazette, make mlea — • 

[a) prescribing the iiuthoritieH by which and the conditions subject to 
which permits may be issued or renewed or the period thereof extended, 
the conditions to bo satisfied by the applicants for such permits and iBo 
forms and classoa of such peimiis; 

(!>) regulating the movements in India of any person who is in pos- 
session of a permit; 

(c) providing for the exemption, (iitlior absolutely or on condHkrtra,

(d) generally, providing for any other matters ancillary or incidental 
to the carrying out of the purposes of this Act.

Act No. XXIV of 1949 

Aii^ Act to provide for the control of accommodation in certain hotels h», ihe 

Province of Delhi. 

Whbhhas it is expedient to provide for the control of ucconnriodation in cer- 
tain hotels in the Province of Delhi; 

It is hereby enacted as foUowa:— . 

1. Short title, extent and application. -(./) This Act may b" called the 
Delhi Hotels (Control of Accommodation) Act, 1949. 

(2) It extends to the Municipality of Ne\y Delhi and to the Notified Area 
of the Civil Station, De’hi. 

(3) It shall apply to the hotels specified in the Schedule and to such other 
hotels as may from time to time bo added to the; Sohednle by notification in the 
official Gazette by the Central Government. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context, — 

(a) , “Estate Officer’’ means the Estate Ofliuer to tho Government of 
India and includes any other officer appointed by tho Central Governhient 
by notification in the official Gazette to perform all or any of the functions 
of the Estate Officer under this Act; 

(h) “Government nllottco’’ means a person who is .srlccl.ed by the 
Estate Officer for allotment of accommodation in a hotel ; 

(o) "bptel’’ means any hotel specified in the Sohedu'e; 

(d) "manager of a hotel’’ includes the owner, agent, calerer or any 
other person in charge of the management of the hotel; 

(o) “pormanent resident’’ means a person other than n Ofivernmeut 
allottee who is taken as a resident in a liotcl for a pieriod cxcceiling seven 
days ; 

(/) “temporary resident’’ means a persoji other thain a Government 
allottee who is taken as a resident in a hote! for a period not exceeding 
seven days. 

3. Controlled accommodation in hotele.— (Z) If the Estate Officer considers 
it necessary or expedient so to do for the purpose of securing accommodation 
for Government officers or other persons for whom he is required to find 
accommodation, ho may, by written order served on the manager of a hotel, 
doolare so mucli of the accommodation in tho hotel, not exceeding twenty-five 
per cent of the total accommodation therein, as may be specified in the order 
to bo controVed accommodation for the purposes of this Act. 

(3) An order made under sub-section (2) shall contain .such description of 
the controlled accommodation including, in i5articiilar, the miirnher and class 
Of roorra as the Estate Officer may consider necessary. 
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(3) After an order under sub-section (I) has been served on the manager of 
the hoteJ to which it relates, the manager of the hotel shall not allot the con- 
trolled accommodation therein or any part thereof to, or allow the same to b« 
occupied by, any person otherwise than in accordance with the provisions of thb- 
Act. 

4 . Temporary booking of controlled accommodation. — 11) The manager of 
a hotel shall not allot any controlled accommodation therein or any part there- 
of to, or allow the same to be occupied by, any permanent resident bnt may, 
subject to the p ovisions of section 6. allow any temporary resident to stay in 
such acoonimodation or in any part thereof for any period not exceeding seven 
days or for any further period by which the period of stay of such temporary 
resident may be extended under sub-section (9). 

(2) Wheji any temporary resident is taken under sub-section (1) as a resi- 
dent in any controlled accommodation or part thereof in a hotel for a period 
not exceeding seven days, the manager of the hot-1 may, with the prevoua 
permission of the Estate Officer obtained in writing in accordance with the 
provisions of this section, extend from time to time the period of stay of such 
temporary resident at his request by not more than seven days at a time. 

(3) The manager of the hotel shall, before he agrees at any time to extend 
the period of stay of a temporary rcsfdent under suh-spction (2), apply in writ- 
ing to the Estate Officer for his pel-mission under that sub-section and every 
such ppp’iontion shall be made not less than three days before the date on 
which the period of stay of such resident for the extension of which the permi*- 
sion Is applied for expires. 

(4) On receipt of such application the Estate Officer may either grant or 
refuse to grant such permission and in doing so he shall be solelv guided bv 'he 
requirements of accommodation for Government officers or other persons for 
whom he is required to find accommodation, and the order cTiintinB or refusing 
such permission shall bo forthwith communicated by the Estate Officer to the 
manager of the hotel. 

(5) When the Estate Officer refuses to irraut permission to the extension 
of the period of stay of any temporary resident under sub-section (4), such 
temporary resident shall not stay or be allowed to stay in thp controlled accom- 
modation or part thereof, beyond a period of three days from the date on which 
the order of the Estate Officer refusing to grant such permission is communi- 
cated to the manager of the hotel. 

6. Booking of controlled accommodation for Government allotteee. — (7) 

The Estate Officer may by written order direct the manager of a hotel to book 
for the use of any Government allottee specified in the order any controlled 
accommodation or part thereof in such hotel; and thereupon the manager of 
the hotel shall forthwith comply with the order and shall .accept the Oovem- 
rnent allottee so specified as resident in such accommodation or part thereof, 
as the case may bo, and shall allow him to occupy the same for snob period as 
may be specified in the order and for such further period or periods as the 
'Estate Officer may, from time to time, direet subieot to the payment of the 
usual charges therefor in accordance with the provisions of eub-seotlon (S), 

(9) The ehnrgeS/ pfiyable in respect of any accommodation provided under 
sub-section (7) to a Government allottee shall— 

fal in the case where it is exnresslv provided in the ord-r made under 

that piib-spetinn that such eharire.s shall be payable by the Central Qoveni- 

ment, be paid by that Government, and 

(b) in other case.s, be paid by the Govor/unent allottee, 
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and the time at which and the manner in which the charges shall be so paid ' 
shall be suoh as may be spociiied in the order made under sub-section {1). 

0. Soivioa ot order. — An order made under this Act shall be served on, or 
Dominunicated to, the manager of a hotel either by delivering or tendermg to 
hun a copy of the order, or by post, or m suon other manner as may be pres- 
cribed by rules made under section 12. 

7. Power of entry, InepecUon, etc.~The Estate Officer may for the pur- 
poses of this Aot — 

(a) enter and inspect any hotel at any time bejfveen 
sunset; 

(b) authorise any officer subordinate to him to onte<^Hfi(i%as¥'n«t any 
hotel; 

(c) by written order require the manager of a hotel to produce for hia 
inspection such books and other documents as may be necessary at Buoh 
time and at such place or to furnish to him such information with respect 
to the aoconiuiodation contained in the hotel as may bo specified in the 
order. 

8 . Appeals. — (1) Any manager or r. notel aggrieved by an order of the Estate 
Officer may, within seven days Eom the date on which the order is communi- 
cated t) him, present an appeal in writing to the Chief Commissioner, Delhi;, 

Provided that no such appeal shall lie except on the ground that the pro- 
visions of this Aot have not been complied with.

(2) The Chief Commissioner may transfer any appeal to the Deputy Com-

(3) The Cblei Commissioner or, when an appeal has been transferred to 
hini, the Deputy Comuiissiuner sha 1, after calling for a report from the Estate 
officer and after making such further inquiry, if any, as he thinks tit, decide 
me appeal.

An Aot to make e-pfcial ■provision for the relief of disp]^e_(l persons in res- 
'poot of oMiitain legal proceedings 

Whereas it it; expediont to make Bjjeciol provigion for tlie relief of dift- 
placed persons in. respect of certain legal proceedings; 

It is hereby enaeted ns foUows: — 

1. Short title, extent and duration. — (2) This Act may be called the Dis- 
placed Persona (Tjcgal Proceedings) Act, 1949. 

(il) It extends to all the Provinces of India. 

(3) It shah come into force in any Province on such date as the Provincial 
Government may, by notification in the official Gazette, appoint in this behalf, 
and shall remain in force only up to the Slst day of March, 1952. 

2. Definition. — In this Act, “displaced person” means any perBoo who, 
on account of the setting up of the Dominions of India and Pametan, or on 
account of civil disturbances or the fear of such disturbances in any area now 
forming part of Pakistan, has been displaced from, .or has left, his place of 
residence in such area after the 1st day of Moroh, 1947, and who has been 
subsequently residing in India. 

3. Keatoratlon of certain legal procoedlngB. — ^Where any suit, appeal or 
application for a final order hag been-d^smisaed for default of appearance or for 
failure to pay coats of servico of process or to furnish security for costa, or 
where a decree or order has been passed ex parte, then, notwithstanding any- 
thing contained in the Indiair Limitation Aot, 1908 (IX of 1908), the Court may, 
on application made to it in this behalf within ninety days from tho commence- 
ment of this Act, or within such fm-ther time, if any, ns the Central Govern- 
ment may, by notification in the offiei.a,l Gazette, allow either generally or 
with respect to any does or classoa of cases, set aside tho order of dismissal or 
tho decree or order passed cx parte ^ as the case may be ; 

Provided that the applicant is either a displaced person or a person who, 
though noi-mally a resident of India, was in an area now forming part of Pak- 
istan at any time during the month of August, 1947, and has eubsequentlv 
returned to India. 
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4. Power ol Oouit to grant relief to displaced persons.-^Notwithstandiag 

anytitiing contained in auy law or contraci to the aojitrary — 

(i) where, after the commencement of this Act, a decree or order is 
to be passed against a displaced person in any suit or other legal proceed- 
ing for the payment of money, the Court may, at the time of passing the 
decree or order, dirict that payment of such money shall be postponed 
for such period as may be specified or shall be made by instalments, with 
or without interest, if in the opinion of the Court the direction — 

(a) will taoibtate the rehabilitatiou of the judgment-debtor; 

(b) will not prejudice the rehabilitation of the decree-holder, if the 
decree-holder is also a displaced person; and 

(o) will be equitable, having regard to all Iht.^ circumstances in 

which the partl-ss are placed;- 

(ii) where in any suit or other legal proceeding, any decree or order 
for the payment of money has been passed against a displaced' person, 
whether before or after the cxmimeucement of this Act, the Court may, 
if the jiidgmp t-debtor makes an application in this behalf, direct that 
payment c.f Svich money shall he postponed for such period as may bo 
specified, '\r shall ho made by instalments on such terms as to the pay- 
ment of interest or the taking of security or otherwise as it thinks fit. 

5. Stay of insolvency proceedings. — Where an insolvency petition has been 
presented to any Court against a displaced person, the Court may at any time 
stay the proceedings under the petitkn for such time and subject to such con- 
ditions as the Gouirt thinks fit 

6. Bestnotlona on execution of decrees against displaced persons. — Save as 
provided by this Act, no Court shall eitecute or otherwise enforce any decree 
or order for the payment of money passiid against a displaced person, unless It 
is satisfied — 

(a) that such execution or enforcement will not affect the rehabiUta- 
+ion of the displaced person; cr- 1 

(b) that such execution or enforcement is not sought against a loan 
advanced or agreed to be advanced by, or on behalf of, or out of the funds 
of, the Central Government or any ^^ovincial Government or against any 
asset created from any such 1 lan: 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall apply to any decree 
or order for the payment of money passed in favour of the Central or any Pro- 
vincial Government in respect of any loan advanced by, or on behalf of, or out 
of the funds of. the Central or the ftovuicial Government, as the case may be, 

7 . Procedure for the executiop of certain decrees and orders passed 

before the 16th August, 1947. — Where a decree or order, not bemg a decree 
or order relating to immovable property situate outside the Provinces of India, 
has been passed before the 15th day of August, 1947, by any Court situate in 
an area now forming part of Pakistan in favour of a displaced person or in 
favour of any other person who before and after the said date, has resided in, 
and continues to reside in, an area now forming part of India, then, notwith- 
standing any other law for the time being in force but subject always to the 
provisions of this Act, such decree or order may, on application made in this 
behalf by the decree-holder in the manner prescribed by sub-rule (P) of rule If 
oP Order XXT of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (V of 1908), be ezeouted by

An Aot further to amend the Indian Tea Control Aot, 1938. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Indian Tea Control Act,; 1088 
(VIII of 1088), for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. Short title. — This Aot may be called the Indian Tea Control (Amendment) 
Aot. 1940.

[\\''herkas it' is expedient furtlier to amend the Bombay Port Trust Act, 
1879 (Bom. Aot VI of 1879), for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. ’"Short title. — This Act may be called the Bombay Port Trust (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1949. 

2. Insertion of new section 64 A in Bom. Act VI of 1879. — After section 
64 of the Bombay Port Trust Aot, 1879 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
Aot), the following new section shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘‘64A. Disposal of goods not removed from the premises of the 
Board within time limited. — (!) Notwithstanding anything contained 
In this Aot, where any goods placed in the custody of the Board upon 
tlie lcadin;r thereof are not removed by the owner or other person entitled 
thereto from the premises of the Board within one month from the date 
on which such goods were placed in their custody, the Board may, if the 
address of such owner or person is known, cause a notice to be served 
upon him by letter delivered at such address or sent by post requiring 
him to remove the goods forthwith and stating that in default of 
compliance therewith the goods are liable to be sold by public auction: 

Provided that, where all the rates and charges payable under this 
Aot in respect of any such goods have been paid, no notice of removal 
shall be served under this section unless two months have expired from 
the date on which the goods were placed in the custody of the Board. 

(S) H such owner or person is not known or tbe notice cannot be 
served upon him, or he does not comply with the requisition in the notice, 
the Board may, at any time after the goods have become liable to be sold 
under sub-section (f), sell the goods by public auction after giving notice 
of the Sale in the manner prescribed in paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 64. 

(3) The Central Government may, by notification in the official 
Gazette, exempt any goods or class of goods from the operation of this 
section. ’’
